OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1941. 


Gentlemen, 

Circumstances  dependent  upon  the  war  have  led  to  move- 
ment of  a part  of  the  population  from  and  to  the  district  as 
conditions  change.  The  dependants  of  members  of  the  fight- 
ing services  have  made  some  small  addition  to  the  local  popu- 
lation depleted  by  the  egress  of  numbers  who  have  moved 
into  districts  more  remote  from  the  risk  of  invasion.  In  these 
circumstances,  vital  statistics  have  little  value  as  part  of  a 
series  but  as  a record,  are  not  without  interest.  My  estimate 
of  the  population  is  based  upon  the  numbers  registered  at  the 
food  office  on  June  30th,  1941,  the  figure  being  6627. 

Birth  Rate.  120  births  were  registered,  58  boys  and  62 
girls.  This  gives  a rate  of  18  per  thousand,  an  encouraging 
figure  for  those  who  regard  the  population  as  an  aggregate  of 
fighting  units,  and  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  immigration  of  young- 
er people  and  the  egress  of  old ; certainly  a record  for  this 
district  and  larger  than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

Death  Rate.  104  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district 
and  the  inward  and  outward  transfers  balance  each  other ; 
there  were  eighteen  of  each  ; so  that  number  equals  the  figure 
properly  assignable  to  us.  The  rate  per  thousand  is  15.6  ; the 
highest  recorded  in  the  district  for  many  years,  a fact  probably 
due  to  many  deaths  of  elderly  people  who  have  been  entered 
as  inward  transfers. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate.  There  were  seven  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  four  of  which  were  due  to 
prematurity  or  congenital  abnormality,  one  to  septicaemia, 
one  to  bronchopneumonia  and  one  to  war  operations.  The 
rate  per  thousand  births  registered  is  58. 

Infectious  Disease.  Only  three  cases  of  infectious 
disease  have  been  notified  among  the  civilian  population  ; one 
of  diphtheria  aged  4L  one  of  cerebro-spinal  fever  aged  3,  and 
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one  of  puerperal  fever  aged  20.  All  these  were  treated  in 
hospital  and  recovered.  In  addition  there  were  seven  military 
cases,  one  of  pneumonia  and  6 of  diphtheria.  Measles, 
whooping  cough  and  chicken  pox  have  not  been  systematically 
notified  but  there  have  been  a few  sporadic  cases  of  all  three, 
no  severe  epidemics  and  there  has  been  no  death  from  any  of 
the  infectious  diseases. 

The  figures  given  above  may  possibly  differ  from  those  w’hich 
may  be  received  later  from  the  Registrar  General,  but  they 
are  correct  according  to  the  records  supplied  to  me  up  to  the 
present. 

Cancer  Death  Rate.  There  were  16  deaths  from  cancer, 
which  with  a population  estimated  6627,  gives  a rate  of  2.4 
per  thousand,  more  than  one  sixth  of  the  total  death  rate. 

Tuberculosis.  There  were  4 deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  giving  a rate  of  .5  per  thousand.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  all  the  rates  are  unduly  high,  leading  to  the  con- 
jecture that  the  food  register  at  the  end  of  June,  1941  gives  an 
underestimation  of  the  average  population  throughout  the  year. 

SOCIAL  SERVICES. 

During  1941  the  social  services  have  been  functioning  very 
much  as  before  the  war.  The  Felixstowe  Cottage  Hospital 
and  the  East  Suffolk  Hospital  at  Ipswich  have  been  carrying 
on  their  usual  work  and  the  number  of  beds  is  unchanged. 
Arrangements  are  made  for  the  examination  of  sputum,  throat 
swabs  and  absolutely  necessary  blood  examinations,  though 
these,  through  the  necessary  depletion  of  staffs,  are  reduced 
to  the  compulsory  minimum. 

The  Maternity  centre  in  High  Street,  Walton  is  open  for 
clinics  every  Thursday  and  has  been  carrying  on  its  work  as  in 
previous  years,  an  assistant  of  the  County  Medical  Officer 
attending.  The  following  summary  gives  details  of  the  work 
done.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  for  1941. 


As  in  the  previous  year,  work  in  connection  with  the  war 
took  priority  over  the  normal  work  of  sanitary  supervision. 

I continue  to  act  as  Evacuation  Officer,  and  Milk  Officer 
under  the  National  Milk  Scheme.  I attended  a course  in  Gas 
contamination  of  foodstuffs  and  was  appointed  Food  Decon- 
tamination Officer. 

My  clerk,  Mr.  Hubbard,  continues  to  act  as  collector  of  the 
contributions  made  by  parents  for  children  in  our  evacuation 
area.  The  total  amount  paid  into  the  office  during  the  year 
was  ;^2860. 

As  regards  sanitary  work  proper.  65  complaints  were  receiv- 
ed during  the  year  and  50  notices  given  including  one  statutory 
notice  under  the  Housing  Act. 

Bakehouses,  cowsheds,  dairies,  etc.  were  inspected  from 
time  to  time  throughout  the  year. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

There  is  now  no  regular  slaughtering  in  the  Urban  District. 
Three  or  four  householders’  pigs  were  slaughtered  on  licensed 
premises  by  special  permission  of  the  authorities. 

The  food  condemned  during  the  year  consisted  entirely  of 
tinned  and  bottled  goods. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Two  samples  of  Town’s  water  were  submitted  for  examina- 
tion and  both  were  found  free  of  any  harmful  pollution.
